Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the amendment filed 1 April 2005. Claims 
1,3,4,7,13,15,16 and 24-54 are pending. Claims 1, 3, 10, 13, 15, 20, and 24 have been 
amended. Claims 42-54 are newly added. Claims 8-10, 18, 20-22, 30-33, and 36-37 
have been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1,3,4,7,13,15,16 and 24-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

(A) Claims 1,13, and 24 recite "not being moveable directly." It is respectfully 
submitted that it is unclear whether this means that the asset is not capable of being 
moved (i.e., physically cannot be moved) or whether the asset cannot be moved 
between sites. Appropriate clarification is requested. 



(B) Claims 3, 4, 7, 15-16, and 25-54 incorporate the deficiencies of claims 1,13, and 
24, and are therefore rejected for the same reasons. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1 , 3-4, 7, and 42-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 

(1 ) whether the invention is within the technological arts;. and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

(A) For a claimed invention to the statutory, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to 
promote the "progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as 
opposed to social sciences, for example), and therefore are found to be non-statutory 
subject matter. For a process claim to pass muster, the process must somehow apply, 
involve, use, or advance the technological arts. 

If the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claimed invention as a whole 
encompasses a human being, then a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 must be made 
indicating that the claimed invention is directed to nonstatutory subject matter. See 
MPEP 2105. The broadest reasonable interpretation of claim 1 indicates that the steps 
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are performed by human beings, and thus claim 1 is directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. 

The recitation of a "recording... in an electronic database" appears to be a trivial 
use of technology. It appears that the electronic database is simply used to record data. 

Although the recited process produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result, 
since the claimed invention as a whole, is not within the technological arts as explained 
above, claim 1 is deemed to be directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

(B) Similar analysis is applied to claims 3, 4, 7, and 44-47, and incorporated herein.
